iM BUSINESS

This is the first part of an article based on a paper delivered by Dr. Comeaux at 
the annual state convention of the Louisiana Dental Assistants Association, April 18, 
1952 in Shreveport, La. The second part will appear in the May-June issue of this

Did you know that the least important 
person in a dental establishment is the 
dentist himself? He’s merely the man 
who does the dirty work—extracting 
teeth, making dentures, drilling out cavi- 
ties, and struggling constantly to achieve 
the ideal of PAINLESS dentistry. It is 
he who puts TEETH in the psychological 
monster—FEAR OF THE DENTIST! 

Did you know, too, that the MOST 
important person in a dental office is not 
the patient? I am speaking from a pro- 
fessional point of view, not from the 
patient's point of view. I know it seems 
that any given moment, the patient may 
be the most important person in the 
dentist's place of business—not, however, 
the patient already seated in the chair, 
but the patient who FIRST ENTERS 
THE WAITING ROOM—the patient of 
Robert Benchley’s essay “The Tooth, the 
Whole Tooth, and Nothing but the 
Tooth”’—the patient who summons the 
courage to enter the dread sanctum after 
he runs his tongue over his teeth, and 
discovers a cavity—then exhausts every 
rationalization and wears out every psy- 
chological crutch trying to avoid the or- 
deal. 

Actually the most important person in 
dentistry is not the dentist himself, or 
even the patient for all his pardonable 
ego-centricity—it is the dental assistant. 
The dental assistant supplies the “U” fac- 
tor that is so important in any successful 
business or professional enterprise—and 
dentistry is both a profession, and a 
buiness. I don’t say this by way of flat- 
tery—I say it by way of reluctant recog- 
nition of a fact imposed upon me by my 
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experience as a practicing dentist. For 
many years the dentist kidded himself 
into believing that he was the most im- 
portant person in his office. Too often 
he was the only person in his office. The 
typical dentist of a few years ago cleaned 
and managed his own office, made his 
own appointments, sterilized his own in- 
struments, collected his own accounts, 
and encountered his own patients as they 
entered the reception room. No wonder 
the patient developed a phobia about 
dentistry. Gradually dentists discovered 
that an intelligent girl, with a reasonable 
complement of physical charms, a pleas- 
ing personality, and some practical wis- 
dom provided a much better introduction 
to a session in the chair than the dentist 
himself. Dentists found that you were 
far more adept at putting the “U” in 
business than they had ever been. You 
became the office diplomats, the am- 
bassadors of goodwill, and provided the 
human touch that transformed the dental 
establishment from a CHAMBER OF 
HORRORS into a HAVEN OF MERCY 
in the thinking of the average patient. 
You earned a position of influence and 
authority in the dental profession—a po- 
sition you richly deserve. 

I want to discuss the attributes of a 
dental assistant which make you so in- 
dispensable to the dental profession; | 
want to analyze the duties you must pet: 
form, and the abilities you must bring 
to your profession; I want to examine the 
qualities of personality that lead to suc- 
cess in your professional life; I want to 
elaborate on what I consider the most 
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important phase of dental work—what 
| like to call the “U” in business; I want 
to tell you how you can put this “U” 
factor to work in your professional ac- 
tivities. 

Let’s consider duties and abilities first. 
You girls in the dental profession are 
an unusually talented group—you are 
above par in your I. Q., and rate high in 
physical charm and attractiveness. I know 
you have been told often enough just 
how important you are, but it would be 
impossible to catalog all the virtues that 
make you so valuable to the nation’s den- 
tists. Here are a few: you must have 
some understanding of dentistry as a 
science, an art, a profession, a business; 
you must have the patience of Job (a re- 
quirement for all people who deal with 
the public. I might add here, too, that 
saints are so hard to find); you must 
have the tact of a career diplomat; you 
need some of the business capacity of a 
corporation executive; you must cultivate 
the efficiency of an Industrial Engineer; 
you need judgment and sense (the com- 
mon sense that is really quite uncom- 
mon). On top of all that, dentists demand 
that you have brains, beauty and a win- 
ning personality. 

You know firsthand the complexity 
and variety of a dental assistant's duties. 
She must maintain an up-to-the-minute 
appointment book. She must space ap- 
pointments with such skill that a patient 
may be in a position to make deposits or 
payments while his treatment progresses. 
The dental assistant must function as a 
private secretary—taking dictation, han- 
dling correspondence with skill, making 
up her boss’s deficiencies in composing a 
good letter, assisting with his lecture 
writing in a pinch, and filing systemat- 
ically. In modern dentistry she assumes 
responsibility for concluding contracts. 
Frequently she is called upon to exercise 
all the tact and finesse at her command 
in securing signatures that are legally 
binding. Some people still have the 
quaint idea that a dentist doesn’t need 
money, that he can wait for his fee. They 
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must be convinced that a dentist is en- 
titled to collect his fee in the same sys- 
tematic manner that a customer pays for 
his automobile or his television set. Den- 
tal assistants double as bookkeepers and 
business managers. They take care of bills 
and collection letters, keep accurate rec- 
ords of amounts received and disbursed, 
balance petty cash, buy supplies, and 
make bank deposits. Most important of 
all, the dental assistant functions as the 
public relations department in her office. 
She becomes the buffer between the den- 
tists and his patients. She uses her ima- 
gination and initiative in discovering, 
analyzing, and solving problems of the 
practice. 


All these things are more or less rou- 
tine with a modern, competent dental as- 
sistant. But it is not enough that the 
assistant be proficient in the execution of 
her duties. A dental assistant who is 
merely competent and efficient is not 
worth much to her boss or his practice. 
After all, bookkeepers, stenographers and 
secretaries skilled in office and business 
routine are ground out by the baker’s 
dozen in our professional business col- 
leges. A lot of nonsense has been written 
and delivered publicly about the cool, 
efficient secretary or assistant who wears 
horn-rimmed glasses, knots her hair into 
a tight bun at the back of her neck, 
dresses in a severely tailored suit, and 
smiles as if she’s always in labor. That 
type of girl may please her boss’s wife, 
but she won't please anybody else, espe- 
cially the patient. Effective dentistry 
begins in the reception room, the mo- 
ment the dental assistant greets the pa- 
tient. 


Now I do not mean to belittle know!- 
edge, master of technique and competence. 
Naturally you want to have confidence in 
your dentist's technical proficiency be- 
fore he starts working in your mouth; 
and the dentist wants to be sure that his 
assistant knows a typewriter from a truf- 
fle, and understands the difference be- 
tween accounts receivable and accounts 
payable. But the dental assistant’s profi- 








ciency is meaningless unless she brings 
to her work a vivid, captivating person- 
ality. 

Now, just what is personality. A psy- 
chologist would define personality as the 
sum of our physical, mental, emotional 
and spiritual traits, characteristics and 
behavior patterns. Personality may be 
positive, negative or indifferent; person- 
ality may be active or dormant; it may 
be overt or hidden; it may be hereditary 
or acquired. This cataloging is for analy- 
sis only. Actually personality permits no 
rigid classification, it is usually a com- 
plex of characteristics, with myriad subtle 
gradations. All elements in a human 
being’s personality have a role in mould- 
ing his conduct. 

Where women are concerned, I can’t 
help associating personality with beauty. 
In fact, personality is beauty. I know 
that this observation runs counter to 
public notions on the subject. A lot of 
women believe that the secret of beauty 
is to be found in the right cosmetics, the 
right diet, the right scent, and the right 
corsetry. This belief is aided and abetted 
by every advertising medium that afflicts 
the eye and the ear—billboards, news- 
papers, magazines, the radio and tele- 
vision. You are led to believe that a little 
black lace used with proper regard for 
strategy, the proper shade of lipstick, the 
right coiffure, and the properly engi- 
neered buildup will make any woman 
beautiful, popular and successful. Theo- 
retically it’s a process of algebraic ad- 
dition—you add a little here, subtract a 
little there, and total up a new woman. 
If the average woman had as much faith 
in herself, her family, her country and 
her God as she has in her powder box, 
her nylons and her girdle, this would be 
a different world. 

I do not propose to legislate against 
physical beauty, or to ignore it. Any man 
who does not understand or appreciate 
the axiom that “a curved line is the

most pleasing distance between two 
points,” or has forgotten how to whistle, 
or cannot respond aesthetically to a well- 
turned leg had best see that his life in- 
surance papers and will are in order. 
Every woman is entitled to all the help 
she can get from her wardrobe, her beau- 
tician, and the array of bottles and jars 
on her dressing table. A fine sense of 
emphasis, skill in punctuation, and ef- 
fective grouping are just as vital to a 
woman’s features and figure as they 
are to the writer or public speaker. It 
is folly to argue: don’t worry about your 
appearance, clothes don’t matter, throw 
your makeup in the trash can. But don't 
make the mistake of worshipping at the 
shrine of physical perfection—especially 
at the cost of your health. Many girls 
feel that a “classy chassis” and a good 
paint job are all they need for success 
in love or business. Some emphasize phy- 
sical appeal above all else on the job— 
such employees are confusing chorus 
work with their professional duties. 

Fundamentally, the most effective 
beauty preparation can’t be bought. You 
won't find it in a drug store, you'll search 
for it in vain in a reducing salon, you'll 
waste your time trying to get it in a 
beauty parlor. You see it’s free—free to 
anyone who cares to search for it in her- 
self. God has given you all the ingredi- 
ents you need for beauty—you have but 
to discover and use them. The most effec: 
tive beauty treatment is a vital, charm- 
ing, well-adjusted personality. 

Beauty must be invested with emo- 
tion, intellect, imagination and spiritual- 
ity—all ingredients of an effective per- 
sonality. Otherwise it becomes a mask 
devoid of life or interest-compelling 
qualities. Many a beautiful woman is a 
failure in life, in love and on the job; 
many a beautiful woman is unpopular; 
many a beautiful woman is lonely; many 
a beautiful woman is disgustingly dull. 
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Why? Simply because the “beauty” lacks 
motivation, it lacks a vital force, it is 
deficient in the individuality that comes 
with a fine personality. That's why I 
say personality is beauty. Almost any 
woman of limited physical endowments 
can surround herself with a halo of 
beauty, and create the illusion of beauty 
by developing a fascinating personality. 

It may sound odd, but men rarely re- 
member a woman who has nothing but 
physical beauty to recommend her. Any 
alert, healthy male citizen with twenty- 
twenty vision has had the experience 
of being overwhelmed by a woman of 
exceptoinal physical beauty, only to suf- 
fer a complete letdown the moment she 
opened her mouth to talk, or sat down, or 
started to walk, or the first time he re- 
ceived a letter from her. Try to recall 
the great “beauties” of history: Helen of 
Troy, Cleopatra, the model who posed 
for Da Vinci’s “Mona Lisa,” Josephine, 
Dolly Madison. If you remember their 
pictures, one significant fact strikes you 
—by current standards these women 
would hardly be considered beautiful. I 
believe they are remembered because of 
their personalities—personalities that cre- 
ated the illusion of beauty. Most of our 
great actors and actresses are hardly 
handsome or strikingly beautiful. It is 
personality that makes them great, it is 
personality that makes us forget their 
features and imagine them to be hand- 
some or beautiful. 

It is this element or quality of per- 
sonality that people so often ignore when 
they pass judgment on a marriage. When 
a man marries, someone always wonders 
“what he sees in HER.” I can imagine 
the judgment that hummed over the 
grapevine when Franklin married Elea- 
nor Roosevelt. To make matters worse, 
Mrs. Roosevelt has been the victim of 
consistently poor photography. It is the 
consensus of those who have met or seen 
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Mrs. Roosevelt, however ,that she is a 
very attractive, and even beautiful woman 
in the truest sense, The explanation lies 
in the fact that, however you may feel 
about her, Eleanor Roosevelt is one of 
the great personalities of our time. 

Personality is not just beauty; it is not 
just a valuable personal asset; it is a 
priceless business and professional attri- 
bute; it is the “U” in business that I men- 
tion so often. For a LEADER in any 
occupation, personality is indispensable. 
This fact is gaining its proper recognition 
in modern society. Big business corpora- 
tions are discovering that good labor re- 
lations, good public relations and effec- 
tive leadership can’t be separated from 
personality. G. L. Freeman, of the Cornell 
University School of Labor and Indus- 
trial Relations, and E. K. Taylor, of the 
Personnel Research Section of the United 
States Army, collaborated on a recent 
book, How to Pick Leaders. They con- 
cluded that in leadership personality is 
probably ten times as important as all 
aptitude and proficiency factors com- 
bined! I wish that some of our public 
servants and government agencies would 
learn that lesson. Have you noticed how 
marvelous the clerks in a commercial 
book shop usually are, and how dull and 
reluctant to help so many public librar- 
ians are? Observe how rarely a postal 
clerk will write a money order or sell 
you stamps with the same graciousness 
that you find in a furniture store sales- 
man who shows you a fine sofa. There's 
something about government work and 
public service that leads an employee to 
act as he’s doing you a great favor every 
time you need his help. If you adopted 
that kind of attitude toward patients, 
dentists would lose their practice in a 
hurry. Your personality should not only 
be a source of personal pride and satis- 
faction, it should be your most valuable 
professional equipment.

It meant 
personal sacrifice on their part to make 
this trip. With few exceptions, they re- 
turned home to find much work in their 


offices awaiting their return to the every- 
day business of being a full time dental 
assistant. There was no time to rest from 
the trip, instead, longer hours of hard 
work for days “catching up’, getting back 
on normal schedule in what is, after all, 
our first and most important business, 
the work in our offices, our service to a 
great profession. Organization business 
is placed aside during the day, it must be 
done in the bits of time they can find 
at the end of a day’s work. We are grate- 
ful to these members who give unselfish- 
ly of themselves to the work in our A. 
D. A .A. 


OUTSIDE INSPIRATION

Whether you are a dentist's assistant 
or his secretary, or acting in both capa- 
cities, you cannot escape being a buffer 
between the door-bell and the operating 
room. 


You know of course, if you have the 
right attitude toward your job, that the 
dentist must be relieved of all worries 
and interruptions which would inter- 
fere with his professional efficiency. You 
no doubt endeavor to handle as many 
questions and duties as possible on your 
own responsibility, without bothering 
him. 

All this has been carefully and clearly 
shown in other articles in “The Dental 
Assistant” by other writers. I merely refer 
to the duty of being a buffer in order to 
make the point which I particularly want 
to stress; which is this “Be a Buffer but 
not an Insulator!” Don’t make the mis- 
take of being so efficient that a new 
idea or helpful suggestion has no chance 
to get to you or past you. 

Dental salesmen are the ambassadors 
for the dental dealer, and hold their jobs 
on their ability to be useful to the den- 
tists they call upon. As a class, they are 
not “drifters,” but specialists. They are 
usually brought up in the dental business, 
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or in some related line, and stick to it all 
their lives just as the dentist himself 
does. They have a fund of experience 
with and information about dental sup- 
plies and equipment, of which you will 
do well to make use. They are constantly 
on the alert to discover and understand 
the merits of new materials, devices and 
instruments and to advise you for or 
against them. Very often, a busy dentist 
does not learn about new labor saving 
devices or method, much to his regret, 
until they have been used by other den- 
tists for months or even years. 


“Salesman” is perhaps the wrong name 
for respresentatives from reliable dental 
business houses. I do not know any dental 
salesman who uses high pressure or other 
selling methods that are distateful to his 
professional customers—“idea bringer 
and outside assistant” would be nearer 
to the correct term, if we could put all 
that in one word. “You, naturally, wish 
to guard your employer’s financial inter- 
ests, and in this the salesman can be of 
real assistance; he can readily tell you 
the advantage of purchasing in quanti- 
ties the items that are used daily, which 
in many instances would represent 4 
saving, and enable you to always have 
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available a sufficient stock of necessi- 
ties. 

Let all salesmen know that you respect 
your own time, but do not make the mis- 
take of denying them a reasonable and 
regular opportunity to talk with you and 
the doctor himself. Try to arrange so 
that a few minutes can be spared between 
appointments for men who represent 
reputable business houses and call for 
legitimate reasons. Remember that their 
time is worth something and that their 
call is made with the intention of being 
mutually helpful. 


Real efficiency in the dental assistant 
never consists of cutting off the dentist 
from all outside contacts. On the contrary 
she is on the alert to take advantage of 
salesman’s visits in order to make herself 
that much more useful and valuable to 
her employer.

NEW TEETH FOR OLD. By Victor H. 
Sears, D. D. S. Second Edition. 110 
pages with illustrations. Price $3.00. 
St. Louis, the C. V. Mosby Co. 


This book has been written for the 
average person, who, the author states, 
will sooner or later become personally 
interested in dentures since more than 
half of our population reach the denture 
wearing stage in their fifties. Three chap- 
ters are devoted to the preservation of the 
natural teeth by accepted methods. Diets 
for denture patients are a valuable fea- 
ture of the text in view of the fact that 
many individuals wearing dentures have 
chewing difficulties which sometimes 
cannot be overcome. The approach to the 
subject of mental and physical adjust- 
ments to be encountered by the denture 
patient is handled in a practical and en- 
couraging way. Descriptions of the pre- 
paratory stages of exchanging new teeth 
for old are in the language level easily 
understood by the layman, these chapters 
are reassuring and pave the way for an 
interest in the construction phases of the 
denture. Dental assistants will enjoy and 
benefit from reading this volume, it will 
be an aid to them in patient education. 
The illustrations are delightfully humor- 
ous.

To Ruth Rogers of Lansing, Michigan, 
who is a life member of the A. D. A. A. 
She served as General Secretary of the 
association for 3 years, as President 4 
years, on the Board of Trustees 2 years, 
was a member of the first Certification 
Board, serving on this board for 4 years. 
It is always a thrill to see tribute paid 
to one of our members. An article clipped 
from a newspaper, “State Journal” of 
Lansing, Michigan was sent to me re- 
cently. It was quite a lengthy article 
headlined, “Miss Ruth Rogers is 20th 
Century Pioneer,’ with sub-title “Long 
years of work pay off in better dental 
education” and was accompanied by a 
picture of Ruth. It told an interesting 
story of Ruth’s pioneer family back- 
ground. Of her educational background 
it stated that she attended Albinon Col- 
lege of Michigan, later teaching school 
for a time in Iowa, until her pioneer 
urge led her to teach in Northern Sas- 
katchewan. Illness brought her back to 
Chicago where she was associated for a 
time with Dr. Edward Royce in his den- 
tal office, which was apparently the be- 
ginning of her interest in dental health 
work. For a time she was employed in 
the office of the Dean of the University 
of Illinois Dental School, later studied 
Dental Hygiene at the University of 
Michigan. She was holding a position as 
a dental Hygienist in a dental office in 
Detroit when a temporary dental health 
education position was created in the 
Michigan Department of Health. Ruth 
accepted this temporary position, which 
has extended over the past 16 years. The 
article carries an interesting story of this 
pioneering work, in which Ruth has trav- 
elled long trips over icy winter roads,

sometimes as much as 22,000 miles in 10 
months time, teaching and organizing 
groups to improve dental health in the 
state of Michigan. 

Ruth has seen many changes in the 
method of dental health care in the years 
she has spent in the work. She keeps 
abreast with times by continuing her 
education. She has studied several sum- 
mers in the school of public health at 
the University of Michigan, and continu- 
ally passes along the knowledge she has 
gained in every possible manner. She lec- 
tures regularly in many Michigan teach- 
er-trained institutions and dental schools. 

In spite of her busy life she finds time 
to spend with her 80 year old Mother 
and other members of her family, to 
travel for pleasure, and to pursue her 
hobbies, photography and collecting rare 
pieces of old glass. 

Ruth has a large circle of friends 
among the members of the American 
Dental Assistants Association; she _ has 
attended 23 of the 28 meetings of the 
association. She has given much of her 
time and talents to the work and prog: 
ress of the A. D. A. A. throughout the 
years. Ruth’s contribution to mankind 
and a profession merits recognition.
